tlful as well as free. If it doesn't remain beautiful, it may not re- 
main free. There seems to be an affinity between sordid surround. 
ings and sordid people. And through history, people with an appre» 
elation of beauty have accomplished memorable achievements. 


The efforts of the Four.Wheel Drive Clubs, along with others 


that have gone before, deserve nothing but praise. We must keep 
the good work going.

Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON — inside fact 


is that Chief Justice Earl War. 
ren for six years has been quiet- 
ly supporting a law to set up a 
code of ethical conduct for the 
federal judiciary. If this had 
been adopted there would have 
been no Fortas case, for all 
judges would have been re- 
quired to file for public in- 
spection their outside income. 


A similar code has now been 


adopted for the House of Repre- 
sentatives followingthe Thomas 
Dodd and Adam Clayton Powell 
investigation, and is the health- 
iest development on Capitol Hill 
for honesty in government in 
congressional history. 


Unfortunately, the Senate, de- 


spite public indignation over 
Sen. Tom Dodd's behavior, did 
not go as far as the House. 
While Senators are required 
to list such outside income as 
book royalties, magazine and 
lecture fees, they are not re- 
quired to publish their much 
bigger and more vital income 
such as legal retainers, stock 
and bond investments. 


Sen. Everett Dirksen of Il- 


linois is not required, for in- 
stance, to list the income from 
his Peoria law firm despite 
suggestion that he sometimes 
goes to bat for his law clients 
on the floor of the Senate. 


JUDICIAL MISCONDUCT 


Chief Justice Warren's con- 


cern over a judicial co^e of 
ethics stems from the fact that 
there is a borderline area, not 
clearly defined, in which judges 
may receive fees, Fortas was in 
this borderline area. 


Such a case was that of Judge 


Harold Medina of the U. S. 
Court of Appeals in New York 
who, during most of hisjudicial 
career was vice president of the 
J. A. Medina Coffee Company. 
Judge and Mrs. Medina were 
also featured in a paid Pan 
American Airways advertise- 
ment carried by Time magazine 
in January, 1954, promoting tra- 
vel on Pan Am. That same week 
an antitrust suit was filed by the 
Justice Department against Pan 
Am in the Southern District of 
New York, the jurisdiction in 
which Judge Medina sat. 


During the Roosevelt admin- 


istration there was a tough 
crackdown on judicial corrupt- 
Ion — the most severe crack* 
down in American 
history. 


Judge Martin Manton of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals in New York 
was convicted of taking abribe. 
U. S. District Judge Albert 
Johnson in Pennsylvania retired 
after impeachment proceedings 
were started against him. Judge 
Warren Davis of the Third Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals retired 
after Attorney General Francis 
Biddle recommended his im- 
peachment. 


U. S. District Judge John P. 


Nields in Delaware retired aft- 
er an investigation was started 
of his decisions, one of them 
being a delay granted in the 
antitrust suit against the Radio 
Corporation of America after 
RCA's president, David Sarn. 
off, paid $5,000 apiece to Sen, 
George Moses of New Hamp- 
shire and Sen. John Townsend 
of Delaware, both big wheels in 
the Republican party. 


On the Supreme Court during 


Roosevelt's day, Justice Pierce 
Butler put himself in a position 
of obvious prejudice in a 1936 
ruling in which the Great North- 
ern Railroad was given a $10 
million tax break. Butler had 
once been an attorney for the 
Great Northern and other rail- 
roads and had promised the 
Senate subcommittee which in- 
vestigated him prior to confir- 
mation that he would step aside 
on cases involving the rail* 
roads. 


Once the Senators who sat on 


that committee had died, Butler 
reneged on his promise and ac- 
tually wrote the majority opin- 
ion in the Great Northern case. 
He was joined in his decision by 
Justice Josephus Roberts, who 
had been counsel for the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad for 30 years; 
Justice Willis Van Devanter, 


attorney for Union Pacific,

and Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes, who had represented 
many railroads. They all voted 
with their old clients. 


Justice VanDcvanter, of Wyo- 


ming, was also criticized for 
taking an Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act payment from the 
federal 
government 
for his 


ranch at the same time he was 
ruling on the constitutionality of 
this act. 


The record of some of these 


cases, detailed by Joseph Bor- 
kin in "The Corrupt Judge," 
induced the late Sen. Estes Ke. 
fauver of Tennessee to intro- 
duce a code for ethical conduct 
of the judiciary. It failed to 
pass. Nobody seemed much con- 
cerned about ethical conduct in 
those days. Sen. Joseph D. Tyd- 
ings of Maryland has now revi- 
talized the old Kefauver code 
and made it stronger and with 
a little help from Sen. Dirksen 
it should now become law. 


Cats, Rats May 
Gef 'High'On 
Catnip Smoke 


PITTSBURGH 
(AP) — Two 


scientists are trying to find out 
whether catnip really has any 
hallucinogenic 
qualities 
like 


those of LSD or marijuana. 
Armed with 150 pounds of cat- 
nip, Drs. Charles L. Winek and 
Norbert Pilewski plan a six 
month 
study 
during which 


they'll let cats and rats inhale 
catnip smoke. 


"Nobody really knows why it 


makes cats act silly or whether 
it would have a similar effect 
on adult humans," Winek says. 


Winek, the Allegheny County 


toxlcologist, says the idea for 
the study, comes from a recent 
rash 
of catnip smoking by 


adults.

So violent 
was this acute infection that 
it was called St. Anthony's 
fire. It now is controlled by 


the antibiotics 
a n d 
s ul f a 


drugs. The 
known 
cause 


is a type of 
s t r e p t o - 
coccus g e r m 
which now is 
treated almost 
routinely with 
[immediate im- 
provement. 


E r y s i p- 


elas frequently 


begins around a break in the 
skin which allows the invasion 
of this bacteria. It is recog- 
nized easily because of a red 
butterfly - shaped 
distribution 


over the bridge of the nose 
and the face. Often the ave- 
nue of entrance of the germ 
is where the skin meets the 
mucous membrane 
lining- of 


the mouth and nose. 


Another disease, Erysipeloid. 


involves the skin but is caused 
by another germ and is not 
nearly as serious. It 
occurs 


rather frequently 
in people 


who handle fish and fish prod- 
ucts. 


It is most important that a 


break in the skin that is sur- 
rounded by an area of redness 
and swelling and is associated 
with chilliness and fever b« 
treated early. Even today de- 
lay only tends to invite the 
possibility of unnecessary com- 
plications. • * • 


A young man, a junior at 


medical school, was admitted 
to the hospital because of an 
acute attack of gonorrhea. 
There seemed to be a strange 
kind of astonishment that a 
medical student, the son of a 


doctor, should have contracted 
this disease. It was almost as 
if the gonorrhea germ was re- 
served only for people of a 
special social level. 


What was even, more aston- 


ishing- was that this well-in- 
formed 
young 
man 
should 


have taken this venereal dis^ 
ease as casually as he did. if 
was almost passed off as hav- 
ing social distinction of a 
'•masculine" type. 


This false thinking can only 


be the result of poor health 
education anrt total ignorance 
about a venereal disease that 
definitely is not "just a cold." 


Gonorrhea and syphilis have 


been treated effectively by the 
antibiotics, but this does not 
mean that young people should 
have the rest of their lives 
threatened by the present epi- 
demic spread of these diseases. 
It is a mistake to believe that 
young men and women always 
recover entirely f r o m these 
conditions without being left 
with any aftereffects. Young 
women w i t h gonorrhea fre- 
quently h a v e 
complications 


that involve the ovaries and 
the Fallopian tubes, and are 
left barren and unable to have 
children. 


Young men, too, pay a pen- 


alty for gonorrhea that is im- 
properly treated. These two 
diseases, which only a few 
years ago seemed to b« wiped 
off the roster of modern infec- 
tions, now thrive in dangerous 
epidemic forms.

It's an Important thing for everyone that our land remain beau­ 
tiful as well as free. If It doesn't remain beautiful, it may not re­ 
main tree. There seem s to be an affinity between sordid surround­ 
ings and sordid people. And through history, people with an appre­ 
ciation oí beauty have accomplished memorable achievements. 


The efforts of the Four-Wheel Drive Clubs, along with others 
that have gone before, deserve nothing but praise. We must keep 
the good work going.

WASHINGTON — Inside fact 
Is that Chief Justice E arl War­ 
ren for six years has been quieU 
ly supporting a law to set up & 
code oí ethical conduct for the 
federal judiciary. If this had 
been adopted there would have 
been no Fortas case, for all 
judges would have been re­ 
quired to file for public ii» 
spection their outside income. 
A sim ilar code has now been 
adopted for the House of Repre­ 
sentatives followingthe Thomas 
Dodd and Adam Clayton Powell 
investigation, and is the health­ 
iest development on Capitol Hill 
for honesty in government in 
congressional history. 
Unfortunately, the Senate, de­ 
spite public indignation over 
Sen. Tom Dodd's behavior, did 
not go as far as the House. 
While Senators are required 
to list such outside income as 
book royalties, magazine and 
lecture fees, they are not re­ 
quired to publish their much 
bigger and more vital income 
such as legal retainers, stock 
and bond investments. 


Sen. Everett Dirksen of Il­ 
linois is not required, for ii» 
stance, to list the income from 
his Peoria law firm despite 
suggestion that he sometimes 
goes to bat for his law clients 
on the floor of the Senate.

JUDICIAL MISCONDUCT 
Chief Justice W arren's coi» 
cern over a judicial cede of 
ethics stem s from the fact that 
there is a borderline area, not 
clearly defined, in which judges 
may receive fees. Fortas was in 
this borderline area. 
Such a case was that of Judge 
Harold Medina of the U . S. 
Court of Appeals in New York 
who, during most of his judicial

history. 
Judge M artin Mantón of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals in New York 
was convicted of taking a bribe. 
U. 
S. D istrict Judge Albert 
Johnson in Pennsylvania retired 
after impeachment proceedings 
were started against him. Judge 
W arren Davis of the Third Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals retired 
after Attorney General Francis 
Biddle recommended his im­ 
peachment. 
U. S. D istrict Judge John P. 
Nields in Delaware retired aft­ 
er an investigation was started 
of his decisions, one of them 
being a delay granted in the 
antitrust suit against the Radio 
Corporation oí America after 
RCA's president, David Sari» 
off, paid $5,000 apiece to Sen. 
George Moses of New Hamp­ 
shire and Sen. John Townsend 
of Delaware, both big wheels in 
the Republican party. 
On the Supreme Court during 
Roosevelt's day, Justice Pierce 
Butler put himself in a position 
of obvious prejudice in a 1936 
ruling in which the Great Nortl» 
ern Railroad was given a $10 
million tax break. Butler had 
once been an attorney for the 
Great Northern and othei rail­ 
roads and had promised the 
Senate subcommittee which Ir» 
vestigated him prior to confir­ 
mation that he would step aside 
on 
cases 
involving the rail­ 
roads.

and Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes, who had represented 
many railroads. They all voted 
with their old clients. 
Justice Van Dnvanter, of Wyo­ 
ming, was also criticized for 
taking an Agricultural Adjust­ 
ment Act payment from the 
federal 
government 
for his 
ranch at the same time he was 
ruling on the constitutionality of 
this act. 
The record of some of these 
cases, detailed by Joseph Bor- 
kin in “ The Corrupt Judge," 
induced the late Sen. Estes Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee to intro­ 
duce a code for ethical conduct 
of the Judiciary. It failed to 
pass. Nobody seemed much coi» 
cerned about ethical conduct in 
those days. Sen. Joseph D. TydU 
ings of Maryland has now revi­ 
talized 
the old Kefauver code 
and made it stronger and with 
a little help from Sen. Dirksen 
it should now become law.

ERYSIPELAS is a severe 
inflammation of the skin and 
its underlying tissue which, 
many years ago, was terrify­ 
ing because of its uncontrolled 
spread and danger. So violent 
was this acute infection that 
it was called St. Anthony’s 
fire. It now is controlled by 
the antibiotics 
a n d 
s u l f a 
d r u g s . T h e 
known 
cause 
is a type of 
s t r e p t o ­ 
coccus g e r m 
which now is 
treated almost 
routinely with 
immediate im­ 
provement. 
E r y s i p ­ 
elas frequently 
begins around a break in the 
skin which allows the invasion 
of this bacteria. It is recog­ 
nized easily because of a red 
butterfly - shaped distribution 
over the bridge of the nose 
and the face. Often the ave­ 
nue of entrance of the germ 
is where the skin meets the 
mucous membrane lining of 
the mouth and nose. 
Another disease, Erysipeloid, 
involves the skin but is caused 
by another germ and is not 
nearly as serious. It occurs 
rather frequently in people 
who handle fish and fish prod­ 
ucts. 
It is most important that a 
break in the skin that is sur­ 
rounded by an area of redness 
and swelling and is associated 
with chilliness and fever be 
treated early. Even today de­ 
lay only tends to invite the 
possibility of unnecessary com­ 
plications

if the gonorrhea germ was re­ 
served only for people of a 
special social level.

Gonorrhea and syphilis have 
been treated effectively by the 
antibiotics, but this does not 
mean that young people should 
have the rest of their lives 
threatened by the present epi­ 
demic spread of these diseases. 
It is a mistake to believe that 
young men and women always 
recover entirely f r o m these 
conditions without being left 
with any aftereffects. Young 
women w i t h gonorrhea fre­ 
quently h a v e complications 
that involve the ovaries and 
the Fallopian tubes, and are 
left barren and unable to have 
children. 
Young men. too, pay a pen­ 
alty for gonorrhea that is im­ 
properly treated. These two 
diseases, which only a few 
years ago seemed to be wiped 
off the roster of modem infec­ 
tions, now thrive in dangerous 
epidemic forms.
